3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The applicant's amendments have overcome previous prior art rejections. The applicant's 
timely filing of the terminal disclaimer has overcome previous ODP rejections. 
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5. The applicants claims now more specifically recite the contents of the slurry. The slurry 
solution now requires the inclusion of the halide ion, the diatomic halogen molecule and the 
newly required inclusion of the abrasive particle. Although the use of halide ions in combination 
with the abrasive is known, the addition of the specific diatomic halogen molecules was not 
found in the prior art. Nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of 
polishing composition to have used these specific molecules in combination with the halide and 
the abrasive for chemical mechanical polishing. As such these claims are found to be allowable.
